Ministerial responsibility—case of the Evans’s—duty of parliament 


—of the people—and of the Regent.

‘©THE worst we know of the devil is, that he first seduces 
to sin, and then betrays to punishment.’? ‘There are men, 
then, worse than his satannic majesty; for there are men, 
and in the councils of the nation too, who Lefray to punish. 
ment, where they could nol seduce to stn; and who prolong 
that punishme nt, because their victims will not confess the 
gent, which it was wished they would commit. The ministers 
of this country, if there be any thing more than a name in 
ministerial responsibili‘y, have su bjeched themselves to the 
heaviest penalties of the law ; and public justice will not be 
satistied, unless they are made to taste ef the bitter cup 
which they have handed so unfeelingly, and so unsparingly, 
tu their proud, but unhappy victims. With what language 
they will, in the name of their insulted master, mect an in- 
dignant people, itis perhaps easy to conceive, from their 
known coutcmpt ef law, and disregard of justice. They 
will not however venture again to talk of (reasons , exeept 
thetr own—of seditions, except those they have creafed—- 
of blasphemy, except in their own oe ation o! piety 
which they never felt ; and of religion, of which they know 
nothing but in the most prostituted professions. 

They will not dere again to charge the people with mad. 
ness: and proceed to the assassination of the law, to cover 
their nefarious policy. They should come forward, clothed 
in sackcloth, and covered with dust and ashes. ‘They 
should kneei to the abused nation they have so much 
wronged, and sue in penitence and prayer for that forgive. 
ness, w hich they feel they do not merit. Instead of this, it 
is probable they will still play the bullies ; and having com. 
mitted crimes against the nation, for which any punishment 

short of banishment would be inadequate, they may still 
stand on the basis of their insolence, and assert still roundly, 
in the face of truth itself, that all their measures were ne- 
cessary, and ther fore justifiable. They will ask for indem-. 
nity—-and the parliament may probably accord them safcty

instead of the castigation they deserve. Ministerial guilt, 
aud ministerial folly, must however now be as apparent as 
the noon-day sun. There is no disguising them, whatever 
blindness an aitecicd representation may assume, The 
PEOPLE themselves can only view them as convicted of 
the grossest falschood, and wiihout the spirit to resent as 
men the charges which itis infamy to bear. ‘The paliry 
subterfuge of gettiag rid of complaint by inducing their 
victims te} eave th ty vowholcsome dunzeons, under coufes. 
sional recognizances to appear when called upon, has farled 
them ; and in the cases of the Evans's and Benbow, will 
stand on the records of our history, to tuecir indelible dis. 
grace, if they co not produce a punishment as prompt as 
their conduct has been unjust and contemptible. 

The case of Beabow was detailed jast week. That of the 
Evans's is still more strtking, and will be read with greater 
interest,on account of the meanness, the dastardly mean. 
ness. With which they have been treated ; aud the wretched 

riifice by which it was hoped they would be deceived into 
some Colour of the proceedings of their oppressors. There 
isa peculiarity in their case. It appears, that their perse- 
cutors have stooped to falsehood, to secure their detention ¢ 
and unable to find, or tu make, any evidence against them, 
all the intended charges are absolutely abandoned; and Sir 
N. Conant stands accused of having * de liverately and re. 
peatedly put lis hand te an assertion’? which is false :—viz. 


p that some one has accused them on oath ef suspicion of high 


treason! All the commitments by Sir Nathaniel were made 
out, accompanied by such an assertion. ‘This was mecessary ; 
for the Habeas C orpus act was not then suspended. But 
there is reason to believe that it was untrue; and that Sir 
Nathaniel and his masters kuew it to be untrue. Ifit were 
true, why not produce the party so sssearing—why not put 
the prisoners on ‘hotr trial, A delay of twelve months hag 
afiotded time enough, one might imagine, for the fabrication 
of any plot—fer the reheursal of any evidence. Yet instead 
of atrial they are—offered liberation—by the very man 
who so committed them,—so charged, as he eaid, upon 
oath—without oue single charge being preferred against 
them, or even the nature of their accusation being named to 
them ; y although this minion of power presumed to ask them 
for rec ‘ognizances to appear w hon called upon to ANSWER 
to a NAMELESS ACCUSATION ? 

Disgust, even to sickness, forces itself upon the mind, ¢9 





see a Nation so renowned in arts and arms, made the play- 
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thing ofsuch grown up babies; and the duties of legislation 


mocked by such imbecility and guilt, The villainous con- 
trivance of asserting that an accusalion was prepared upon 
oath, without naming to the parties what that accusation 
was, appears to have been only done witha view fo gain 
dime, until the Habeas Corpus was suspended, and the two 
victiins might be legally immured in a state dungeon at the 
will of a state secretary ; without any charge; for Lord 
Sidmouth’s committal abandoned the accusa‘ion upon oath, 
and substituted his lordship’s will and pleasure. If the dark 
and deep laid conspiracy against the liberties of the people 
had suceceded, in the open scenes of the drama so admirably 
supported by hypocrisy on the one hand, and power on the 
other; the incarceration of the Evans’s would have been 
perpetuated; and the imputation of guilt fattened upen 
them by the misfortunes of others. ‘This happily defeated, 
aud knowing that they must shortly render up a strict 
account, or be consigned to perpetual ignominy, the Jug- 
glers come forth; cry “hey presto, pass!’ and expect to 
gain some credit for clemency, of which no one ever imagin- 
ed they could be guilty. It will appear from the following 
dialogue, however, that defenecless innocence has been more 
than a match for the minions of authority—and that it is 
more easy to wrong, than to subdue the friends of freedom. 


Statement of the Interview between Sir N. Conant and the Messrs. 
Evans's at Wijighall, on the occasion of their proferred Re- 
lease. 


On Thursday, the Ist inst. the above mentioned persons, without any 
prior notice, were taken to Sir N. Conant’s office, Whiteliall, in custody 
of Mr. Walter, the gaoler, and aturnkey. After waiting a short time, 
Sir Nathaniel entered, and stepping towards Mr. Evans, sen. addressed 
him in a low tone:—‘* Mr. Evans E am happy to see you; I have got an 
order fer your discharge, on entering into recognizances in the sum of 
{001., to appear in the Court of King’s Bench on the first day of next 
term, and from day to day, to answer such matters and chaiges as may 
then and there be preferred against you.” : 

Mr. E.sen,—For what? I do not know what I may have to answer 
for in future; I wish to be informed whether any matter or charges can 
be exhibited against me now? If there be not, 1 shall walk home, 
an N.—I cannot say any thing to that; 1 have nothing to do with 
at. 

_Mr. E. Sen.—Did you not commit me to prison on suspicion of high 
treason, oa the alleged oath of some person ? Now, if you will! inform 
me who that person was that so made oath, and what the act of treason 
was that heswore to, that I may bring himto justice, I will give you 
ample security, directly.

The country should not sufier these things 
to be drawn tnto precedents for some future period. ALL 
are liable to the same fate as the three persecuted men who 
now demand a fair trial, or an honourable release, unclogged 
by the degrading conditions which these wretched statesmen 
would impose, Every hand should be raised in favour 
of these victims of arbitrary power, less excusable, 
because exercised in mere caprice and wantonness. 
Every tongue should be raised loud against such 
ministers; every pen employed to paint the oppressors 
in their proper colours; and the voice of the uni. 
ted nation should reach the ears of the Prince Regent 
against his unworthy servants. If the details could 
reach him, he would recoil at the statement, aud dismiss 
from his presence with indignation the men who could so 
abuse the authority with which an unthinking, or a biassed 
parliament hal entrusted them.

honor, and due regard. If Old George had conicated 
himself with merely discharging the duties of one ol- 
tice, he would have been entitled ‘to but little 
praise.

The policy of this country is to get proper places for men 
not to get proper men for places, Every man who can take 
the salary annexed to an official post, and will do any dirty 
work that is required out of his office, is perfectly well quali. 
fied, and is not expected in fact to do any thing that belongsto 
his office. Old George was ‘Treasurer to the Navy ; but that 
oviy means that he had the largest salary in that depart. 
ment of the state ;—he had nothing to do there, but to at- 
tend quarterly for his money. The poor underlings, for 
a tythe of his wages, did all the work in his name, 
and on his behalf; so that old George was only in veality 
the treasurer for himself! Ile was Presideut of the Board of 
Trade, There again he had the dargest salary ; and ace 
cording to the custom of this country, he took the most 
money, while others did the werk. How could he attend 
the Navy Office and the Board of Trade together? Not at 
all :—so he made mattcrs even, by going to zeiéher! We 
had his duties in Parliament to mind :—bLut not as the clerk, 
for which he received the large salary. Oh! no. There 
was some labour there ; and that was done by somebody 
else, who was moderately remunerated for his trouble, while 
Old George was better paid for being calied his master ! 
Old George also kept the records by deputy, as he did alt 
his work, except receiving the reward; except attending as 
one of his Majesty’s Privy Council, and as a Member of 
Parliament. Here, however, he acted upon the good 
Kinglish ministerial principle, that where there is xo labour, 
there should bea great salary, and where the toil encreases, 
the salary should be diminished in proportion, It is the 
policy of this ¢ountry to keep all labourers poor. If they 
sheuld get rich, they might refuse to labour, and then how 
wou d their maste $ be able to cat? Old George got but 
£500 per annum as Member of the Privy Council; and sa 
he attended pretty often. His principal qualification for a 
counsellor, was the knowledge that two and two make four: 
—and that common people seldom take the troubie to cal. 
culate what the great folks costthem. Le had besides a very 
grave deportment ; and the good folks of England believed 
him a very charitably disposed maa, when he recommended 
them to put by their farthings and penee weekly, to secure

a good character ; and as few of his colleagues had any 
character atall, (character not being necessary for place in 
Wnglaud) he made ¢he most of it. It produced him in al), 
about fen dhousand a year! a very pretty sum thou wilt 
say for Guing so little. But this system has a good effect. 
lt accustoms the people to taxation, when they see that 
four or tive places are not enough fora great man: and 
when the nation is accustomed to the practice, there is an 
end to the diliculty of defending it. It encourages other 
state dependents to lope for the same success, and to be 
diligent in their duty. Who knows, but in progress of 
time, Oliver may be at once Prime Minister, Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and Lord Chief Justice? ‘The thing may 
appear strange ; but in the shuffling of the political cards, 
these trumps may be dealt even to Oliver; aud after a 
sincere repentance to qualify him for.one office, and as sine 
cerea determination noé to repen!, to fit him forthe other 
two, who knows but the duties of all may be as well dis. 
charged, almost, us they are at present? 

One of the pusts of Old George puszles me extremely te

No man can rejoice more than mysclf in the noble efforts 
that have of late been made to investigate aud lay open to 
the public the corrupt and unconstitution:! mysteries of 
Special Juries; and however unsuccessful they have been in 
removing the whole of the evils complained of, our gratitude 
to the upright and independent author of them is the same. 
Much however yet remains to be done. It occurs to me to 
know that as lately as within the memory of some friends of 
mine now living, it was the constant practice in the City 
for the Attorney on the part of the Crown to give two 
guineas instead of one, to those Special Jurymen who 
brought in their verdict in his favour. ‘his gross and inde. 
cent custom has been discontinued, but there still exists in 
the Court of Exchequer a practice searcely less corrupt o1 
unjust. Of the twenty-four who are summoned upon every 
cause in that Court, as many as attend receive their guinca 
severally, whether on the Jury or not, and this is defended 
upon the principle-of its tending to encourage the attendance 
of Special Jurymen. [na very recent cause in the Ex. 
chequer, the defendant was charged ninetecn guineas for the 
Jury ; the total of the costs on the part of the Crown only, 
which by one of its honourable prerogatives come uvon the 
defendant, was one hundred aud sixty pounds, and the sum 
in question was no more than seventeen, his liability fou 
which depended merely upon the construction of an obscure 
sentence in astatute, Is this correct, is it honest, is it con- 
sistent with the laws of England, or the rights of English. 
men; is it not rather an evil which cries aloud for redress, 
and which would be a most proper subject for the investiga- 
tion of the House of Commons?
